Housing Authority

Pahokee's Mayor Ramon 
Horta and Pahokee Housing 
Authority Board Chairman, 
Esther Boyd were told Tuesday 
that Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) is con- 
sidering actior against their 
current board if they continue 
to try and keep Randy Mills as 
executive director. 

At HUD's recommendation 
Mills was placed on leave with 
pay while he awaits a second 
hearing from the main office of 
HUD in the State of Florida. 

It is unclear when he had his 
first hearing as details have 
been sketchy coming from the 
local Housing Authority during 
the past two months. 

According to Mayor Horta, 
Jim Chaplin, regional manager 
for the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development, told 
him and Director Boyd he 
would prefer that the current 
board deal-with the situation 
but he could pull rank and 
stop the board from dealing 
with HUD monies. Chaplin 


said he would do just that if 
necessary. 

Mr. Chaplin drove to 
Pahokee Tuesday to tell 
officials in person, HUD would 
not back down on this issue. 
Mr. Chaplin said that Mills 
had agreed never to work there 
again and still owes HUD 
$14,000. 

Attorney Jacob Rose filed a 
Circuit Court complaint for 
Mills on Tuesday asking that a 
judge determine whether it can 
fire Mills, who in under a one- ` 
year contract. Mr. Rose is 
hopeful that the judge will 
agree that Mills' agreement he 
signed in 1989 in which he 
agreed never to seek 
employment at the authority 
will not stop him from working 
for the authority. 

Members of the board on the 
local Authority hope such a 
ruling could persuade a federal 
administrative law judge to let 
them keep Mills on as 
Executive Director. ' 

Mayor Horta said he would

$3,000 bond. 

Chief Miller said any 
residents who have experienced 
thefts in which the property 
was not reported stolen should 
contact the Belle Glade Police 
Departent to see if any property 
recovered may be.theirs.

As much as $15,000 may 
have to be spent by the City of 
Belle Glade to unblock a 
stoppage in the Deep Well 
Injection system.

Briley, Wild and Associates to 
begin checking for the cause of 
the problem at the Wastewater 
treatment plant. 

Ken Robinson, Administrator 
of the water and sewer plants 
said operators at the plant 
began noticing a decrease in 
the amount of effluent being 
pumped down the deep well 
and an increase in the well 
pressure the latter part of 
March.
